Thanksgiving Day. 


The "Harvest Home" of the Saxons, lh 


"Cerealia" of the Romans and the Israelitin 
"Feast of the TabeiwlM%«t*ip«.M 
for the observance of a season of gratitude 
But thanksgiving as we know it is essential! 
of American origin. It officially antedates 
the Fourth of July by a century and a hal 
and was the first recognized state holiday t 
obtain a regular observance in. the colonies 
Its history involves the story of our nation 
Ivom the trials of the Pilgrims to these day 
of peace and abundance, while to individua 
families it means home-comings and merry 
makings with a feast of good things. 


The first thanksgiving day in America 


however, was not observed by Dymoutl 
Pilgrim nor Boston Puritan. 
"Gyving God 


thanks" for safe arrival and many other 
littoral blessings was first observed on New 
England shores by Popham colonists at 
Monbegan in the thanksgiving service of the 
Church of England. But that period of re- 
creation combined with thanksgiving celebra- 
tion by the Pilgrims in 1621, serves best our 
purpose of a first thanksgiving day. 
Deer 


and wild turkeys were then plentiful in 
New England so that the fifty-five souls, com- 
prising the colony, were able to entertain 
Uassasoit and ninety other guests with more 
choice viands than appeared on many tables 
in the home country. The scene along that 


"stern a_d lock-bound coast" 


on that occasion was strange and pictur- 
esque ; the block house with its few cannon; 
the Pilgrim men in buff breeches, red waist- 
coats and green or sad-colored maudillions ; 
the few homesick women in worn and 
simple gowns, with plain coifs and kerchiefs; 
he Indians painted and feathered in holiday 
attire and the campfires, over which the 
venison was roasted, were features as strik- 
ng as they were novel. 
It has been in- 


imated that Holland gin had something to 
.0 with the prolonged stay of the Indian 
inests, and there is no record of the ob. 
seivance of any special religious services at 
hat time. 


The first recorded public thanksgiving day 
ppointed by authority in America was 
observed oy the colony of Massachusetts 
Bay in 1631. The "last batch of corn was 
in the oven" and the governor had appointed 


day of fasting, but at the eleventh hour a 
hip arrived with supplies and the day of 
astiug became one of thanksgiving and song. 
won thereafter it became customary to hold 


religious feetilal after each harvest, and in 
ome of the colonies an observance of the 
ay was compulsory. 
Governor Andros 


rosecuted more than one Rhode Islander 
or working on thanksgiving day. In Boston 
William Veazie was set in the pillory in the 
market place for ploughing on thanksgiving 
day of 1696. 
On one occasion the town of 


olchester ignored the day appointed by the 
overnor and observed their own festival a 
week later after the arrival of a hogshead of 
molasses for pies. 


Thanksgiving day has not always been 


yuonymous with roast turkey and pumpkin 
ie. During the few years previous to the 
lorious 1776 the colonists were frequently 
ioved by the deepest indignation towurd 
ie British King aud his governors ia 


America. The stamp act, the Boston tea 


arty, and the presence of His Majesty's 
oldiery in the streets of Boston were facts 
ot likely to foster a spirit of gratitude 


within the breasts of those liberty-loving 


eople, so that, when Governor Hutchinson, 
f the province of Massachusetts, issued a 
reclamation in the autumn of 1771, calling 
pen the people "to give thanks for the con- 
.n nance of their civil and religious privileges 
nd for the increase of their trade and 
ommerce," the order was received with 
niversal disgust. It was regarded as a 
talpable affront to the people who were 
aily complaining oi the abridgement of 
leir liberties and the burdens upon their 
ommerce. Most of the Boston ministers 
efused to read the governor's proclamation 


their churches and out of twenty con- 


regations it was read in but one, and there 
ie people left the church as soon as the 
arson began to read. 'Rev. Mr. Cook, an 
ncle of John Hancock, took for his text on 
lat occasion these words: "Behold we 
re servants this day, and for the land that 
lou gavest unto our fathers to eat the fruit 
tereof and the good thereof; behold, we are 
ervants in it. And it yieldeth much in- 
rease unto the kings whom thou hath set 
ver us because of our sins; also they have 
ominion over our bodies and over our 


cattle at their pleasure, and we are in great 


istress." 
Thanksgiving became a national holiday 


n 1789 when Elios Boudinot moved in the 
[ouse of Representatives,, a few days before 
be adjournment of Congress, that the 
'resident be requested to recommend a day 
f public thanksgiving and prayer to be 
bserved by the people of the United States, 
n acknowledgment of the many signal favors 
f Almighty God, and especially his afford- 
ng them the opportunity peaceably to estab- 
sh a constitutional government for their 
lafety and happiness.

The engine is 
team tight and requires no ring packing, 
t can be made marine type, and, of course, 
can tie either simple or compound. 
t It is not a cheap .machine, although it 
etste very much less than the ordinary 


bgine. It weighs less and occupies only a 
raction of the space of the old style engine. 
Ir. Brambel says: 
"When anyone can 


uil<?, a fifty horse-power engine that may be 


carried around in a hand satchel he has 
omething that is very valuable, particularly 
when that engine is adapted to any and all 
kinds ot work wherever power ia used. The 
hrambel engine of fifty horse-power, weigh- 
ngileus than a hundred pounds, may be 
attached to the end of the armature of a 
ilynwuo and all the belting done away with, 
or a Brarnbe^ engine not larger than a com- 
mon saucer could be attached to a creamery 
eparator and set it whirling at the rate of 
6800 revolutions a minute. The largest of 
these engines, 260 horse-power in size, is 
ess than a foot wide at toe base and eighteen 
nches high. It is in use in a dynamo room 
at Trenton, N. J., and the firm say they 
never had a more-satisfactory machine. The 
latent was obtained a year ago, since which 
ime several machines have been built and 
put into use."—Chicago Tribune. 


Electing Uu President by PopoolM 


Majority. 


A change in the mode of electing the 


President of the United States and an 
extension of his term are questions that are 
now being mooted. Whether such change 
and extension would be desirable is one 
thing; whether they would be feasible is 
quite another. Amendments to the Con- 
stitution are extremely difficult to accomplish. 
To be valid they must first have been pro- 
posed by two-thirds of both Houses of Con- 
gress ; and, secondly, they must then be 
ratified by the Legislatures or by conven- 
tions of three-fourths of the several States. 
An alternative method is the application of 
two-thirds of the States to Congress, where- 
upon Congress is bound to call a convention 
for proposing amendments, which, however, 
to be valid must, as in the first case, be 
ratified by three-fourths of the several States 
acting through their respective Legislatures 
or conventions. 


On the first question, as to the desira- 


bility of choosing the President by a direct 
vote of the people, the numerical majority 
determining the result, we doubt both its 
desirability and practicability. It is not 
desirable because' it would destroy at a blow 
he theory that our Government is founded 
upon a Union of States; and, secondly, it 
would lead inevitably to civil war. The 
reason is clearly stated by Mr. Justice Clark, 
of the Supreme Court of North Carolina, as 
ollows: 


Frauds are moat easily perpetrated in 


States having large majorities ; but now the 
ivil is minimized, for whether Georgia or 
Mississippi or Iowa or Minnesota gives 
40,000 or 100,000 majority for a candidate 
makes no difference, since the candidate, in 
either event, merely gets the electoral vote 
of the State. But on a vote of the whole 
teaple of the Union, as one district, a fraud 
it any one of the thousands of precincts in 
the Union becomes a matter of interest to 
every other precinct. 
This would give 


[round to contest every Presidential eleo- 
ion, and for the appointment of poll-hold- 
ers and the canvassing and investigation of 
each poll by federal authority. Contested 
Presidential elections would become the 
rule, and civil war over the result in- 
evitable. 


But this would not be all. The moment 
change should be made with respect to the 


election of President a demand would be 
made for the election pf Senators and Judges 
ty popular vote. The election of Senators 
,nd Judges might not be attended with the 
ame dangers as would attend the election 
of a President; but when once the waters 
are out it is impossible to predict the devasta- 
ion that may occur. Whoever has read the 
debates in the Federal Convention knows 
tow impossible it would have been to have 
ecured the adoption of our present scheme 
}f government if the equality of the States 
ad not been recognized and preserved. The 
eeling in that respect is as strong to-day as 
t was in 1787. 
Hence the proposed change 


n the election of the President is wholly 
mpracticable. It is a needless and a barren 
iroposition. 
The smaller States would 


never consent to it.—Philadelphia Record.

The engineer and 


fireman were instantly killed, and three 
men were injured, one badly. The three 
sleepers, which, with the cars indicated, 
made up the train, did not leave the rails, 
The accident was caused by the breaking of 
an axle on a car of a freight train.

THE FAMINE IN INDIA 


WHAT THF SCARCITY OF FOOD WILL 


REALLY MEAN. 


•rent Britain'* Preparation* Cannot Avert 


Greet Loss of Life—Former Famine* In 
Vl< toria's Indian Empire—How the Offi- 
cial* Are Preparing to Help the People. 


7'lie appalling calamity which acorns 


toady to descend upon a considerable part 
of the queen'n Indian empire can only be 
realized by those who have actually seen 
the disastrous consequences of a wlde- 
aprond Dcarolty of food In tho more thickly 
populated countries of Asia, The govern- 
ment has had to face no such danger since 


1877, 
when, in spite of all ita efforts and 


the expenditure of £11,000,000, five and a 
quarter million people perished—some 
from actual want of food, others from the 
di sen DCS that aro certain to afflict a famine 
stricken 
population. 
Tho authorities 


rightly deprecate a panic, but it would bt 
WOTMI than useless to conceal the true facts 
of tho situation.

tween then and now. The most sanguine 
officials are afraid to expect more than half 
the normal yield, and that, coming after 
a succession of lean seasons, implies food 
nt famine prices over tho whole region. 
From the present moment till the middle 
of next JUDO, therefore, the people will 
groan under what Is perhaps the moat aw- 
ful tribulation that can be Inflicted on 
great masses of the human race. Every 
means of alleviation and of preventing ac- 
tual death from want of food will, wo may 
rest fissured, be adopted by Lord Elgin's 
government, but Buffering there must be, 
so grievous that one shrinks from estimat- 
ing its degree. 


Tho most we oan hope Is that measures 


of relief will bo ao directed and applied 
that uvery rupee spent shall have Its full 
-effect In saving life and averting intoler- 
able misery. It has been otherwise In the 
past. During the Orlssa famine of 1865-6 
one-fnurth of the population of the affected 
dlatrlota perished. In the Behar famine, 
18 yours later, lost of life, Indeed, was pre- 
vented. The government Imported grain, 
which, In a limited area Intersected with 
rlverx and railroads could easily be dis- 
tributed, bnt the expense was far heavier 
than it need have been. Millions of money 
were wasted. 
Than came tho Madras 


famine of 1876-7. There was a difference 
i if opinion between the local and supreme 
governments. The latter endeavored to en- 
force a more economical expenditure. 
Whether Lord Lytton and Sir John 
~B«nttney"wWOTrrgmiana-»neriak« or BOOX- 


Inghnm and his advisers were wrong, or 
whether the Mndr«s government would 
have done better without Interference from 
Slmln, nre questions to whioh even a royal 
commission failed to give a final and con- 
clusive oniiwer, bnt the fact remains that 
the mortality was enormous and the ex- 
penditure great at the same time. 
In 


many respects, It may be said, the Indian 
administration is better prepared to under- 
taken fnmlne now than it was In 1877. 
Since then there has been an Immense de- 
velopment of railway communication, and 
throughout tho threatened area the au- 
thorities are oUy waiting for orders to be- 
gin public works which will provide many 
thousands with employment. 


In the northwest provinces, Indeed, re- 


lief wnrka have been open all through the 
hat weather, and as Lord Slgin stated in 
council! tho other day, atone time aa many 
as 800,000 people were employed. On tho 
other hand, the extent of territory whioh 
has to be safeguarded may well excite un- 
easiness, and there an other olronm- 
atancen, too, which muat be taken, we 
fear, into account. Is the European civil 
•crvlec as efficient as it waa a dozen years 
ago? We do not doubt Its energy and de- 
votion, but the senior ranks have been 
sadly depleted by premature retirements. 
In those days of a depreciated rupee a 
civilian usually take* his pension the mo- 
ment he has earned It, and the men who 
could tiest lead a famine campaign are Lilt 
of the service. 


In regard to the cost of famine relief, it 


la satixfaotory to know that a repetition of 
the reckless expenditure that took place in 
Lord Northbrook's time Is altogether un- 
likely. Even before the fear of a scarcity 
bad overshadowed the land, Lord Elgin's 
government, with the approval of tho sec- 
retary oi state in council, hod decided on 
carrying out an elaborate scheme of rail- 
way extension, which can easily be adapt- 
ed to the necessities of the situation.

Only 
when the average death rate of tho next 
six months can be compared with that of 
a nornm) season will it be possible even to 
guess how many have succumbed under 
the prolonged strain of insufficient nour- 
ishment 
Only whon It is all over shall 
«e know how many families have been re- 
duced from a condition of comfort, and 
even prosperity, to abject pauperism. And 
the finest race la India, tho stalwart Jut 
farmers of the Punjab, will be among 
the greatest sufferers.—St. James Gazette.

M. Bonnol de Mezieros, member of the 
tiilitre and Attanonx missions, has ex- 
rossod his opinion on the future of Sa- 
ar« to tho effect that there is no doubt 
':mt imraouse sand ocean will bo In time 
liaiiged Into a fruitful territory, "The 
aliara rhers which I have crossed," gays 
il. de Mrilores, "all hide a rich subter- 
uuenn elratum of water, and form the 
ntural passages to the Sudan, on which, 
1th very little trouble, vegetation can be 


1.11 «oly developed. In the south of Temas- 
Kinln and in the Igharghars, there are 
groves of tamarind, gum trees, etc., two 
miles long, scarcely separated by grassy 
mid clover covered plains. 
The rivers, 


which In spring are full of water, are from 
three to ton miles wide. 
When the water 


retreats, the beds of the rivers are changed 
into rich meadows. The date seeds planted 
by Flatters ut, El-Blod have grown with- 
out the least care into fine trees, and the 
same is the fact also of the seeds planted 
mior the cisterns of Tebalbalet, In spite of 
the Inconsiderate manner ill which the 
Tnnro«p got in the harvest. Trees are not 
so rare in she Snhara as Is supposed. The 
Tuuregs olten assured our expedition that 
we should have to march two or three 
dnyg without finding water, but very goon 
we found, a little out of the path, some 
filled up or otherwise purposely hidden 
wells. 


"Tlie Tunregs, who serve as guides for 


caravans, always choose the most diffi- 
cult and dusolate routes, In order to keep 
the caravans in a state of dependency. 
Caravans will become more 
frequent 


Travelers will succeed each other, but the 
Beuret of the Sahara is well kept, and Its 
reputation of barrenness is still preserved. 
For example, Osour Lcnz crossed the Sa- 
hara and reached Timbuktu without see- 
ing anything but desart land, and yet he 
mentions that behind a chain of hills 
which he pussed there was a place called 
by tho nntivos'The Head of the Waters.' 
Dr. Hurth, who was for months In Tuareg 
camps, and was the guest and friend of 
the Sheik Kl Bakey, was told innumerable 
facts about the traditions and manners of 
the land, but its geography was hidden 
from him. 
When Lieutenant Hourst and 


Lieutenant Blnyet explored the region and 
un arm of the Niger, they found a lake 
nearly 100 miles long, and when the offi- 
cers of the Timbuktu extended their ex- 
cursions thuy to uud thnt not only one, but 
more than i!0 lakes existed, all very large, 
rtnd stretching far to the north into the 
very heart of the supposed arid Sahara. If 
there be no water, and, therefore, no vege- 
tation, whore docs the charcoal come from 
which Is sold by the Tuaregsf Where do 
they find nourishment for the numerous 
camels, homes, sheep, asses and goats they

PECULIAR PAPUANS. 


The Queer Manner of Their Wooing; said 


the Wedding Feast. 


At the anthropological congress at Speyer 


Dr. Hagen, who lived among the Papuans 
of Astrolabo bay from 1898 to 1895, gave 
an amusing account of the life of o Papuan. 
A Papuan baby ij suckled for a long time. 
Dr. Hagen snw a little boy of about 4 yean 
run to his father to light a cigarette and 
then back to his mother to be suckled. At 
tho same time the child is fed with pound- 
ed pisang. The children run about naked 
bill about i years old, when the boys get a 
belt of rind and the girls a grass skirt. 
The boys ore betrothed to much younger 
girls, but the marriage does not take place 
iill the bridegroom la 80 years of age. One 
wife Is the rule, but there are cases of one 
man having three wives. 


When B youth lrf§> be betrothed, he wooes 
is bride In tlie following manner: He goes 
o the ossa house and prepares a cigar In 
which he twists one hair from his head, 
one from his beard and one from his arm- 
pit, and then he smokes half of the cigar. 
Then he taktg the remainder to his mother 
and begs her to give it to the girl of his 
choice. If shu finishes the cigar, the affair 
is concluded. If the mother refuses the 
embassy- nud the young people are very 
much in lotfc, they simply run away and 
live in the woods together until the parents 
yield 
During the period of the betrothal 


tlie puir must see euch other as little as 
possible. 


At the wedding there is a great feast and 


the happy couple divide a betel nut. When 
tiui wile dies, her husband must paint his 
fuce bluck. 
One who had two wives, of 


whom one di<'d, painted half his face red, 
tho other hair bluck. 
Widows must wear 


mourning till their lives, even should they 
marry ugula Papuan children sing quite 
pretty sougs, the text of which is rather 
poetical. It is ill manners to ask a Papuan 
his name. Ue considers it as self under- 
stood thnt every one knows it and takes it 
111 If he Is asked. To know their names is 
a capital way of winning the favor of the 
Papuans, who are very vain. The Papuan 
is far better than his reputation and often 
better than his European olvilizer.—Lon- 
don News.

It is always Interesting to know what 


•vent marks the Inception of a successful 
career, and It seems odd that In Mr. Daven- 
port's case his first effort should have been 
at the expense of his long suffering father. 
His younger sisters, possessing the same 
humorous Instincts, had plaited the fore- 
looks of their paternal ancestor's hair while 
he was taking a nap and had tied a red 
ribbon on it so that it resembled the top- 
knot of a pickaninny. 
When he removed 


his hat later In the evening-to introduce 
Governor Pencoyer to a large audience, 
the red ribbon jumped out and stood 
straight up, to the Intense amusement of 
the audience and the consternation of the 
principals. It was Homer's first motif, 
and the result was conspicuous for a day 
on the postoffloe bulletin board. 


Since the time of Nast there is no man 


who has jumped so suddenly into promi- 
nence in the field of caricature. Within 
four years he has acquired a reputation 
which extends from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific, and hia original drawings adorn 
the sanctums of most of the prominent 
politicians of the country. They watch 
his work as closely as Tweed and Blaine 
did that of Nast. 


Through a friend of his Mr. Davenport 


later got an offer from the Portland Ore- 
gonian to make advertising outs. The first 
drawing was a stove, but the legs had such 
a wiggle and the door such a mark that 
the advertiser refused to run his "ad." if 
the out had to go with it.

A compound engine may have a slide 


valve or other valve motion, and whether 
with or without slide valves, the method 
of starting is essentially the same, and it 
has two or more cylinders to utilize the 
steam. The first cylinder receive! the 
steam from the boiler and is a high pres- 
sure cylinder. From this, after perform- 
ing a certain amount of duty, the steam 
exhaust! into a receiver, from which the 
second cylinder takes the steam, or the 
•team may exhaust from the high pressure 
PjrMnder Jpto the steam plpe p|,, ^Sw pro*. 
sure cylinder. Where there Is a second low 
pressure cylinder, the engine ii styled a 
triple expansion engina In the simple 
engine the steam, whatever the pressure 
used, exerts its force in only one cylinder 
and exhausts directly into the air. In a 
condensing engine, instead of being ex- 
hausted Into the atmosphere, the steam il 
condensed, forming a practical vacuum on 
oi.o side of the piston; but in a compound 
condensing engine the steam is first used 
in a high pressure cylinder, taking it from 
the boiler, then in one or two low pressure 
cylinders, then condensed, farming a vac- 
uum on the exhaust side of the piston.— 
New York Sun..

Dovu in Alnbiiinn thuy toll a strange 


itory .ihnut n man who sureceiUid' in cheat- 
Ing the gallows by o clovor ruse. 
As ho 


lived ureKpcutiiblelifo afterward, and eome 
of hiM children nro still living, big'real 
name in nut given. 
We will call him 


Dovcraus, 


Willmn> Dorcroux was a rising young 


lwyrr of good fnmily, 'married to on ac- 
aowi> I lijhed wife und possessed of a largo 
numt.ftr of admiring and devoted friends. 
Indcnl be wns ono of those magnetic per- 
•ODB having tiio forturmte faculty of mak- 
ing urong; uml Ijnynl friends of nearly all 
who 'lino lu content with l(tei.. 


But in the town whom Ire lived there 


was i insidantule dissipation of a cortnln 
kind. Devoreux lierailnu a member of a 
oholti circle of curd pluycre. He lost mon- 
ey of others with which he had been lu- 
trustril. For a long time he managed to 
keep t his state of affairs concealed by n 
sort of system of robbing Potcr to pay 
Paul und to moot his obligations as they 
matured. But a period came when Wil- 
liam Dcvcrcux reull/od that these things 
could bo oonoonled no longer, and the day 
of exj nsuroaiid disgrace cnmo over nearer. 


It was in the old fashioned times when 


thorn were no railroads, no telegraph, no 
men DM of trnvol save over ill kept roads, 
gcnciall.T on borsobaok. It was before the 
day when drafts, bills of exchange and 
similar banking conveniences forfaollitat- 
Ing money transfers had reached anything 
like modern perfection and payments wero 
madn at tt distance by sending tho money 
itself. 


It was also tho custom of tho various 


county collectors and treasurers to make 
yaarlj- trips to the state capital, carrying 
such moneys us had been collected in theli 
districts on behalf of tho state and the nec- 
essary papers and vouchers and have an 
annnul settlement for the year's receipts 
and disbursements. 


Now, 
at the time when Dovoreux's af- 


fairs wore most desperate, his own county 
treasurer started out on horseback with 
the etnte money, a largo sum, in a pair of 
saddlebags, to effect his annual account- 
ing. 
,*On tho road he was joined by a follow 
traveler, who afterward was proved to be 
Dcveroux. 
They put up one night »t a 


rooiJsido tavoru, occupying the same room. 
Ne^i morning the treasurer wns found 
duud in bed, his throat cut from ear to oar. 
His ci impanlon had disappeared, and tho 
saddlebags, with their contents, were also 
missing. The countryside was aroused, 
bloodhounds wore brought out, and a fierce 
ahaso of some hours resulted In Devoroux 
being run down and captured. Thore was 
no question but that he had boon tho mur- 
dered man's companion the night before, 
but none of tho missing money or papers 
was fmmd upon him. 


. These wero the facts in tho ease. When 
the news passed from traveler to traveler 
along the country roads and finally reached 
Deveroux'g home town, there wan a tre- 
mendous sensation, further heightened 
•when the damning circumstances of his 
bushings at Fairs oaine to light and made 
clear the motive of tho crime. 


Nevertheless many of his friends were 


still loyal, strong family influence was ex- 
erted in his behalf, the best lawyers were 
employed, and every effort was made to 
free him from the consequences of his aw- 
ful crime, all without avail. 
He was 


tried, found guilty and sentenced to be 
hanged. The higher courts decided against 
him on appeal. 
Tho governor refused to 


interfere, and Dcveroux occupied a cell In 
the jull at tho little town of St. Stephens, 
closely guarded, within a few days of the 
date n ppolutcd for his execution, with all 
prospect of escape seemingly out off. 


In spite of the enormity of his crime 


there began to be a great deal of sympathy 
for thu man who lay in jail a waiting death. 
Ills youth, his handsome face, his grace- 
ful, 
dignified bearing, his calm courage, 


his perfect manner and his unfailing per- 
sistence in the declaration of his innocence, 
all combined to produce this effect. 
He 


expressed no animosity toward witnesses, 
judge, jury or prosecutor, simply stating 
that tie was an unfortunate victim of re- 
markable circumstances, from which, he 
could blame no ono for drawing the mis- 
taken inference of his guilt. 


The sheriff who guarded him was of the 


number of tboso thus Impressed, and in 
his secret heart deeply sorrowed at the 
prospect of hia sad duty, although ho re- 
laxed not at nil in vigilance and the adop- 
tion 
i if every precaution to prevent es- 


cape. 


To this officer tho prisoner frequently 


expressed tho firm belief that he would not 
bo hanged. Ho assured him that, how- 
ever, he had no idua of escape, other than 
by some divine intervention which would 
establish his innocence and point out the 
guilty man. 


Not many days lioforo tho one fatal day 


the sheriff found the prisoner visibly agi- 
tated and In an excited state, noticeably 
different from his usual calmness. In an- 
swer to the officer's question as to tho rea- 
son Devoroux gavo the following explana- 
tion: 


"I have had," he said, "a most extraor- 


dinary experience. It came to me last 
night in the form of a dream, so real, dis- 
tinct and different from tho usual hazy 
dimness of ordinary visions that I believe 
itto lm tho premonition of an actual event. 
I cannot rid myself of this Impression. I 
expect it may scorn foolish to you or the 
result of the broodings und half waking 
imaginings of a man in my condition, but 
nevertheless I will toll it to you. 


"Last night I dreamed I was standing 


on the scaffold facing thousands of people. 
The Bueno was ns rail to mo as the actual- 
ity itnolf. 1 had spokou a few words of 
farewnll and was about to resign myself tt 
your hands when suddenly by the exercise 
of scune new faculty or perception I saw 
the mil murderer standing in tho crowd 
beforo me. 1 never saw him before, and 
yet I knew him to be the man in wlioso 
stead I was about to suffer death. Ho was 
alight in build, with dark hair and eyes, 
and neatly dressed. His features are In- 
delibly fixed In my mind. With this reoog- 
nltioii my dream faded nway. There was 
no particular intimation as to my fate, yet 
I feel Indeed as though God himself has 
spoken tome and revealed the absolute as- 
surance of his divine protection." 


The narrator's manner was so earnest 


and Impressive that ft hope sprang up re- 
sponsive in th£ sheriff's mind that some- 
thing might Happen. He was mentally 
prepared and on the watch for the happen- 
ing of the miraculous. 


Thu Iny of tho execution wns a beauti- 


ful, cliiar, oool October day. Thousands of 
people were in attendance and had gath- 
ered about the gallows. It was to be a 
publle hanging, and the multitude availed; 
itself of tho privilege of seeing n human 
being choked to death. As has been Inti- 
mated,' there were much fooling and sym- 
pathy for the doomed man, much argu- 
ment as to the fallibility of circumstantial 
evidence, and a hundred vague rumors in 
circulation suggesting his Innocence. 


At last Deveronx stood upon the gallows 


platform and faced the people. There was 
no man In all that crowd apparently so 
oool, so collected and so much tho master 
of himself. He stopped forward to sny a 
few words of farewell. 
His voice rang 


out in the stillness, clear, distinct and per- 
fectly audible to all. 


"Friends, ".he said, "this is not a fitting 


time to Indulge in vain protestations. 
I 


can bat simply reaffirm that I am not 
guilty, knowing well what would bo the 
consequences of a falsehood, standing, ns I 
am, almost in the presence of my immortal 
God. T desire especially to relieve any 
man from the possible thought that he 
may have misjudged or wronged me and 
might have to meet my accusing words be- 
fore the great tribunal hereafter. 
It was 


a human error, the result"— 


At this moment tho speaker stopped 


short and leaned henvily against tho rail- 
ing. 
His countenance betrayed terrible 


excitement. His eyes seemed fixed on 
some one in the crowd beforo him whom 
he indicated, bound as lie was, as well us 
he could. 
"When he found his voice again, 


he fnirly shrieked:

"There he is! The roan of mydrenro 


•—the niurdorer. Stop him! .Stop him!" 


He had pointed out n slightly built, al- 


most feminine looking young man, who

roughly si l/.cd and hold by the,crowd. Tho 
sheriff, ul aost lioslde himself with excite- 
ment, rus!ied down from the scaffold, fol- 
lowed by 1 alf a dozen deputies. The young 
man "was hurriedly searched there nnd 
th«n. Up< >n his person wero found a watch, 
a pistol and certain papers of value wall 
known to have boon tho property of the 
murdered treasurer. He seemed to give up 
at once ui d In answer to excited qiMSfcioBB 
sullenly responded: 


"Well, it seems you have me. I was a 


fool to coi no here. I demand of the officer* 
protection from this crowd." 


Protection was needed. Llko quicksilver 


a knowledge of the matter seemed to have 
permeoteti tho whole multitude. 
An in- 


nocent mnn was saved and the guilty ap- 
prehended in' the nick of time. 
Csles of 


"Hang the scoundrel!" "Turn Deveroux 
loose1!" arose from all sides, while the offi- 
cers struggled fiercely to withstand the 
surge of tlionngry mob, There is no know- 
ing what might hove happened had not 
Devoroux's voice arrested the movement. 


"Ijet the law take its course," he said. 


"For God's sake, do not be too rash! I 
implore you, as ono who has been so near 
an ignobi) death by reason of this awful 
mistake, to let tho sheriff take this man. 
Givo him a fair trial, and may God forgive' 
him for « hat he has tried to do to me.'.' 


The words of no other man could have 


saved tho new prisoner. Tha crowd gave 
way. The hanging of Dovereux was out 
of tho question. 
The populace would not 


have porr.iittod It, and the. sheriff would 
anyhow h.-ivo felt justified in suspending 
tho cxocui ion. 


Tho inob poured up the gnllows stairs 


and out the.ropes that bound Dovoreux. 


The jail officers hurried their prisoner to 


tho jail. Once there, the latter made a full 
confession, which soon became the talk of 
the streets. Nothing could te done that 
was too #ood for Devoreux, who at first 
busied himself, in counseling moderation, 
and, beint; satisfied of its accomplishment, 
simply asked for two things. He wanted 
to go at once, he said, and bear the glad 
tidings'bock home to his wife, For this 
purpose h'j requested the loan of a good 
horse and some money, a request which 
was enthusiastically gratified. At sunset 
Devoreux was miles away. 


In the morning tho new prisoner spoke 


to the sheriff when that officer was making 
tho rounds of the jail. 


"I think, now," ho said, "you had bet- 


ter lot me go." 


This display of assurance caused the, 


sheriff to think tho prisoner crazy. 


"I mean what I say," he persisted. 


"Send a woman here—your wife. 
I am 


not what yoa think mo. I am a woman, 
lam William Devorcux's wife. 
My pur- 


pose is fulfilled. I have saved his life, and 
ho is now far away. 
You can never catch 


him. 
He sent me word where I would 


find the t hiugs you found on me, and I 
used then i to deceive yon." 


It was true. Deveroux's prison man- 


ner, his talk, the dream, the denouement 
at the gallows, were all parts of a skillfully 
worked and successful plot. 
The chival- 


rous spirit of tho time and country saved 
his wife from any punishment. Devereux 
went to California, changed his name, was 
joined by his faithful wife, prospered 
greatly and died not many years ago the 
leading citizen of a thriving city that bore 
his false name.—Philadelphia Times. 


A NEW WONDEB. 


Mr. Thompson TblnlcB He Haa Found the 


Qreatert of Waterfall*. 


During the exploration of the concession 


of the Orinoco company a trail was out to 
the Imnt.'ica mountains, starting from 
Santa Ciitalina, Venezuela, a Tillage of 
about ISO inhabitants not shown on any 
map with which I am familiar. It lies on 
tho south bank of the Orinoco, about ten 
miles west of tho eastern end of Tortola 
Island. The duties assigned to some mem- 
bers of tlie party kept them upon or close 
to the Orinoco until a few weeks ago, when 
two of ua, Mr. L. O. Dart of Litohfleld, 
Minn., and,myself of Duluth made an ex- 
cursion to the mountains. 


Pushing on beyond the ifltnt reached by 


the other par^y, we beard Kom the top of 
a mountain a Bound which at first we 
thought to be thunder, but afterward de- 
cided that it must Qoine.frpm a waterfall: 
of oonsi durable magnitude. Working in. 
the genera) direction of tlie sound, over a 
very difficult trail, we came at noon on 
Thursday. Oct. 15, to a large river and. 
discovered what must rank as one of the 
greatest vvuterfeiUs in the world. 


The rivur bursts diagonally through an, 


almost perpendicular cliff, which I estimate 
to bo l,tii'U fuut in height, breaks into a 
half adoznn sopurate Htrtiums which divide 
and subdivide, threads out into broad fan- 
like expansions and twists about in such 
a curious corkscrew fashion that the water 
at the bottom of the fall flows in exactly 
the opposite direction from the course it 
holds where it first comes into view. 


By clinging to bushes and going up the 


giant creepers hand over hand we climbed 
up the cliff until the aneroid indicated an 
elevation of more than EDO feot, but it was 
Impossible to reach the top and learn how 
much higher the falls are. It will require 
the cutting of a trail for several miles 
through the dense forest to make the cir- 
cuit necessary to reach the summit, and 
lack of provisions for a longer stay pre- 
vented onr doing so at the time. We shall 
start again in « few days for nuotfior trip 
to the scene, and hope to be able to meas- 
ure tho hoight of the fails and possibly 
also to determine whether the river is the 
Akuro ta- one of the headwaters of the 
Cuyuni. 


If it ah ouid prove to be the latter, the 


great fall will lie in territory included 
within the extreme British claim. The 
iuonntnlD3 nro sofnl] of iron that for more 
than 30 niilos the compass is unreliable, 
uut aa near ns wo oiin judge the fall lies 
about 40 miles in an air line southeast by 
south of Santa Catulina, near the inter- 
section of the parallel of 8 degrees north 
latitude, with the meridian of 63 degrees 
west longitude. Tho region is entirely un- 
inhabited, and there is not the slightest 
sign to show that tho falls have ever been 
visited by white men. 


By right of discovery, therefore, and to 


perpetuato tho name of the mythical gold- 
en city which was said to lie somewhere 
south of the Orinoco, which many sought, 
and thoso who found, so runs the tale, 
were eithor put to death or made prisoners 
for life, we call the great cataract tbe falls 
of Manoa.—S. A. Thompson in New York 
Sun.

FIRING- GREAT (JrlJNS. 


SUCCESSFUL TRIAL OF TH£ TERROR'S 


PNEUMATIC SYSTEM. 


All four of til* Monitor's Ten Inch Gone 


Dlichargred at Once—Steering, Loading 
aud Turning the Turrets JUoue In Quick 
Time by Meant* of CoiupreBatid Air* 


The monitor Terror of the United States 


navy did the other day what no other ship 
in the United States navy ever did. She 
fired solid shot at sea from her (our 10 Inch 
guns in ono volley. All the guns went oft 
as one piece. Thuy wero flrcd by electricity 
from the bridge. Nearly 1,000 pounds of 
powder were burned in doing it, and u ton 
of metal was hurled into the deep. That 
voiley represented about $500 worth of ma- 
terial destroyed. The recoil of the four 
guns represented no less than 50,000 foot 
tons, and yet the Terror showed scarcely 
a tremor ns the guns plunged back from 
the discharge and then slid Into their 
places. That same energy -would have 
lifted one ton 50,001) feet into the air. 
That reveals the possibilities of such a 
craft as the Terror, whose largest guns are 
of the 10 inch size. 


Eight years ago Secretary Whitney of 


the navy department signed a contract 
with the Pneumatic Gun Carriage and. 
Power company of Washington to supply- 
a pneumatic system of steering and of op-, 
eratlng the machinery turrets in tho.Ter-, 
ror. 'No.'voRBoV in the world,; bad, ever- 
liiftge xtse of a piaouinatio system in steer-, 
ing or in operating turrets, and; Secretary- 
Whitney's contract was a gouilr4e(tl of an 
experiment. It was notuntjl-the other day 
that any test was made of the system. Tha. 
Terror is still tho only vessel in the"world 
HO equipped, and upon the result of this 
test may depend important changes in 
handling big guns on warships and in 
steering all kinds of large vessels. 


It is because of the fact that the Terror 


may mark another distinct advance In 
naval affairs by Americans that this trial 
trip was of unusual significance. 
For 


throe years, tha two air compressors used 
in the ship lay 'in"boxes in the navy yard 
in Brooklyn awniting the tedious comple- 
tion of tho Terror. On April 15 last the 
vessel went into 'jommission. 
She wont 


out cruising for two weeks in August, and 
it was found that, so far as steering went, 
the pneumatic system, whether operated 
directly by wheels or by levers under elec- 
tric control, was successful. 
It was also 


found that in turning the turrets, elevat- 
ing or depressing the guns, hoisting the 
ammunition, loading the guns and receiv- 
ing the terrific recoil after their discharge 
tho system was effective and superior to 
the use of stoam or hydraulic power. 


The air compressors got up a working 


pressure In from two to, three seconds. 
There is no reservoir for the compressed 
air except the largo 8 inch pipe, which 
runs through the ship and which resembles, 
a steam pipe. In this pipe a pressure of • 
135 pounds to tho square inch is generated' 
In 46 seconds. A small pipe leads some of 
this air to the steering room. 
It-ijassesj 


into cylinders on either side of the rudder 
head. A man tnrns a wheel in the chart- 
room, turret or steering room with,a pres- 
sure of one finger, and from one, of these 
cylinders a big piston rod, emerges and 
pushes the rudder head as far as the man 
ot tho wheol desires. Thera is no rattle of 
chains, no. leakage of pipes, no overheated 
room. 


This rudder was turned from hard 


aport to hard astarboard in the short 
time of six seconds. That was unheard of 
speed. Remarkable time was also made 
in turning the monster turrets. All the 
air was exhausted from the compressors, 
and the machine was started. In less than 
three seconds a turret weighing more than 
250 tons WHS swinging.in its circle. The 
compressor generated its full force of 135 
pounds pressure in the short time of 46 
seconda 
There was no vibration to ba 


felt in the turret, and the monster guns 
showed not tho slightest tremor as they 
swung round. The turrets wero turned by 
a simple turning engine, and the men who 
worked in thorn were^not clad in oilskins, 
as in most turrets, but swung merrily to 
their work hrilf s'tripped. A test was made' 
of moving both turrets, elevating the guns 
and swinging the rudder by means of one 
compressor. In 58 seconds both turrets- 
were completely swung around. 


The great test of the day was the volley 


firing from the 10 inch guns. 
This, too, 


was to be a time test. Five volleys were to 
be flred from them at intervals of not less 
than three minutes. The guns were to be 
loaded completely without any previous 
preparation of ammunition. The crew had 
practically no drill in the work, and this 
is what they did: Down in the shellrbom 
were three men. In the loading room 
directly under the tnrrot and turning with 
the turret were throe more men—a gun- 
ner's mate and two assistants. Up in each 
turret there were 12 men and (in officer—six 
men to each gun. A six pounder rapid 
fire gun had been loaded to be flred aa a 
signal to start. The Terror had gone about 
ten miles out to sea in a southeasterly di- 
rection from Sandy Hook when all prepa- 
rations for tho test wero finished. The 
members of tho trial board took their sta- 
tions on tho bridge, watches in hand. 


Navigating Officer Curtis stood at an 


electric battery to fire the shot The word 
to begin was given, and tho six pounder 
barked out viciously, and a general alarm 
rung throughout the ship. The three men 
in the shellroom .seizod a 500 pound pro- 
jectile and with a pair of big tongs slid it 
on an ovorbeud trolley to the loading tray 
in-the loading room. The loading tray 
then lifted the shell to the Height of the 
shell ooiupartiuent in the loading car. 
This oar was then "swung around to the 
ammunition room. The men there took 
two charges of powder from the copper 
cases and lifted thorn through the door to 
the three men In the loading room, who 
placed them in thu powder compartments 
of the loading car. All this was done for 
one gun. The loading car of the seoond 
gun in each of tho turrets wag put through 
the same operation; 
' 
, 


When the first oar was loaded, the gun- 


ner's mate sang out, "Number one la 
rendy, sir." Immediately a man in the 
turret pulled a lever, and the loading oar, 
under the pneumatic pressure, came glid^ 
ing up tho grooves and stopped .behind the 
breech of tho gun. A rammer shot out 
and pressed the shell home with a bang. 
Tho loading oar then turned around, and 
the first charge of powder was sent home. 
Again the cnr turned, and the second, 
charge of powder was rammed home. The. 
breech block was then closed, and the. 
captain of the gun crew shouted to the, 
officer in charge, "Number one Is ready 
for firing, sir.'' 


The same programme was gone through 


for the second gun in each turret. It was 
found that tho first gun in the after tur- 
ret was loaded in 1 .minute 17 seconds. 
The first gun in tho forward turret was 
loudud in 1 min.uto 46 seconds. The second, 
gun In the after turret was ready for. firing 
in 3 minutes 9 seconds, and the second 
gun in tne forward turret was ready aa 
seconds later. As soon .as the guns in the 
lifter turret were ready a red flag was 
thrust through a hatchway on the top of 
the turret and waved so that the trial 
board officials could see it. 
At once all 


eyes turneds to tho first turret. 
In a few 


seconds a red flag waved from a hatchway 
In that; turret. 
Two minfitcs Inter came 


the order, "Fire!" in 88 seconds from the 
time the signal had been fired. A member 
of the trial board gave the order. 
Navi- 


gating Officer Curtis stooped over his elec- 
tric battery, turned a handle swiftly, and 
at once the ship shook under the mighty 
reverberation of the four guns. 


It was a terrific shook. No one can de- 


scribe the deep boom of such a volley. 
It 


was like an earthquake to the accompani- 
ment of heavy artillery,

the bridge bad stuffed his oars with cot- 
ton, and;this deadened the sharp, cutting 
blow on tho tympanum of each ear. An 
intense gleam of excitement brightened 
the eyes of every man, and then all strain- 
ed choir eyes to see the splash. The noise 
wap forgotten at once. About ten seconds 
passed, and then, three miles' away to the 
east,'two immense geysers spouted up from 
the ocean.

RHYTHM OF NIAGARA'S ROAR. 


Kiulcal Sfatta Heard In the Great Water- 


fall's Oratorio. 


Eugene Thayer, the well known organ- 


tot, ha» published an analysis of the music 
of Niagara falls. In an article In Trinity 
Record he says: 
"It had ever been my belief that Niag- 


ara had not been heard aa It ihould be, 
and lu this belief I turned my steps hither- 
ward. 
What did I hear? The roar of Ni- 


agara? I heard nothing but a perfectly 
constructed musical tone, clear, definite 
and unapproachable in.Its majestic perfec- 
tion, a complete series of tones, all uniting 
in one grand and noble unison, as in the 
organ." 


Mr. Thayer then describes at gome 


length the, compound nature of a given 
tone and illustrate* the overtones or par 
tialg of the lowest C of the S3 foot pipe of 
the organ. 
Then he continues: 


"I had long bad a suspicion thai I 


•hould hear all this at Niagara when tier 
wonderful voice should first greet my ears. 
It was just as I had supposed. How should 
I prove all this? My first itep was to'visit 
the beautiful Iris island, otherwise known 
as Goat island. My next step was to stand 
on Luna island, above the central fall and 
on the west side of the American fall 
proper. I went on the extreme eastern 
Bide of the island in order to get the full 
force of the Inrger fall and sat among tbe 
rapids. Next I went to the Three Sisters 
island. 
; "With more-or less variation of pitch at 
these and many other points, I heard 
everywhere tbe notes of the chord of 6, 
only four octarres lower. 


"I arrived at my conclusion both theo- 


retically and practically. Let me first call 
attention to the third and fourth notes, D 
and G. 


"The ground note, G, was so deep, so 


grand, so. mighty, that I never could realize 
It or take it Into my thought or hearing, 
but these two tunes, only four octaves 
lower, were everywhere, .with a power 
which made itself felt as well aa heard. 


"But, it will be replied, these two notes 


were too glow to be detected by *he sense 
of hearing. How did I determine their 
pitch? 
."I flrgt caught the harmonic notes above 


them that were definite iu pitch, and then, 
counting the number of vibrations of these 
lower two notes, easily determined their 
distance below. 


"Arid here comes a curious feature 


which proves that Niagara gives a tone 
and not « roar. The seventh note, the 
interval of the tenth, was of a power and 
clearneis entirely out of proportion to the 
harmonics its usually heard In the organ. 


"Were the tone of Niagara a mere noise 


this seventh note would be either weak or 
contuped «r absent altogether. 


"W&atiKNiogara'B rhythm? Its beat is 


just once far second. Here Is our unit ol 
time—tho chronometer of God."
